INDUSTRIALISTS IN REVOLT, 
(From Ous Owns CoRRESPONDENT.) 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

As a result of the unfavourable progress of 
sbe reparations negotiations, and the continued 
decline of the mark, the position of the Wirth 
Government is rapidly becoming untenable. A 
Cabinet crisis, marking Herr Wirth’s exit, is 
looked for with the re-convocation of the Rei 
tag mext week. i 

In circles close to the Reparatione Commission, 
where extreme disappointment is expressed with 
llerr Wirth’s failure to offer more adequate 
suggestions on the stabilisation of the mark and 
the rehabilitation of German finances, it is 
realised that this disappointment is tem 
with the knowledge that Herr Wirth is 
deliberately sabotaged by the heavy industri 
and business magnates, headed by Hugo Stinnes 
who is determined to provoke the downfall of 
the Wirth Government. 

According w information from an authori- 
tative source, Hugo Stinnes and several other 
big German industrialists conferred with mem- 
bers of the Reparations Commission, and indi- 
cated cleariy that they. are determined not to 
¢o-operate with the present Government, which 
they contend is too jalistic. 

Stinnes has made it clear to the Reparations 
Commission that no serious efforts: from Ger- 
many with regard to the settlement of the 
Reparations problem are possible until the for- 
mation of a Conservative Government, in which 
leading industry would have a lead. Such a 
Government, Stinnes pointed out both to Sir 
John Bradbury and M, Barthou, when in rower, 
will offer a comprehensive economic and finan- 
cial plan that will satisfy everybody all round, 
and lay the foundation for new Allied German 
relations. 


PLAN TO STABILISE THE MARK 


The report of the financial experts aprears 
io have made a mort favourable impression in 
Reparations Commission circles, where the 
general situation is regarded as somewhat more 
hopeful (says Reuter’s Berlin Correspondent), 
The German reply to the Commission’s note of 
Monday will be delivered to the Commission 
late to-night (Monday). i 

A large foreign loan cannot be expected until 
the reparations problem has been finally settled, 
and until the situation on the expiry of the 
moratorium can be clearly estimated. In the 
long run the success of the stabilisation scheme 


depends on the eae pgp the t, while, 
on the other hand, bilisation & pre- 
requisite condition of such jum. 

The rts maintain that the merk cannot be 
stabilised under present conditions, unless Ger- 
many is freed for at least two years from all 
Nar EE in cash and kind.

Republicans yesterday morning attacked 
with Thompson and Lewis guns and. rifles 
100 national troops on the parade ground 
at Wellington Barracks, Dublin; killing 
one man and wounding at least seventeen. 

The principal attack was delivered from 
the neighbourhood of the canal bank at 
the rear of the barracks, but shots wero 
also fired from house-tops in the South 
Circular road district. 

Most of the casualties wero inflicted by 
she opening fire from the Thompson and 
Lewis guns. , 

Two of the Republicans are reported to 
have been killed, several wounded, and *¢ 
number taken prisoners by the national 
troops. 

One civilian was killed and there were 
several wounded.

HAVOC WROUGHT ON 
BARRACK SQUARE. 


An attack, delivered with ain 
rapidity, on a body of unarmed n ad 
soldiers paraded in the square of Wellington 
Barracks, Dublin, yesterday morning, resulted 
in the death of Private Thomas Murphy and 
the wounding of about a score of Soldiers. 

Nothing in the aature of such an attack has 
been experienced elsewhere in Ireland during 
the present fight. 

Lined up in close formation, and standing to 
attention, the men were lisiening to the read: 
ing of the orders of the day by the Regimenta] 
Sergeant-Major. Machine-gun and rifle -fire 
suddenly swept the ranks from the rear of the 
barracks. Soldiers dropped, wounded or dying, 
beside their comrades. . The officer command- 
ing shouted the order to the men to throw 
themselfes flat on the ground. The hundred 
or more men on parade threw themselves down. 
Bullets eprayed the ground, throwing up“ little 
pieces of earth, and the soldiers crawled to 
cover, while the wounded lay on the square. 

For close on fifteen minutes an intense fire 
was maintained by the attackers A bugler 
sounded the alarm, and all officers and men’ in 
the barracks rushed to arms. Red Cross 
ambulances hurried to pick up the wounded. 
Lorries and Crossicy tenders were ewung out 
into the square, manned by soldiers in various 
stages of undress

REINFORCEMENTS ARRIVE. 

Within ten minutes after the opening of the 
attack, cars were dashing to the rear of the 
barracks, where most of the Republican gunners 
were Jocated. 

The district was shortly the scene of a 
miniature battl» Thompson and Lewis guns 
answered each othe: with equal vigour, the 
sounds of the firing being heard all over the 
city. Reinforcements arriving from Porto- 
bello, the troops spread out around the district. 
The attackers fire ceased almost as suddenly 
as it had begun

An Irish Times reporter arrived to find 
Crossley tenders parked on the South Circular 
road. Intense excitement reigned, and wild 
rumours were currént that a desperate attempt 
had been made to capture the barracks. The 
story was repeated by our reporter to a 
young soldier, whose face and uniform were 
thickly stained with bleod. - They'd Lave 
found that job a trifle more difficult,” was his 
reply. Particulars of the morning & incidents

“At 9.30,” he said, “we went out as usual 
for parade. I don’t think that there were more 
than 100 of us on the square. After being in- 
spected by the commanding officer wo left in 
our rifles and returned to be detailed off for 
duty. Some of the men had rifles, but none of 
them had ammunition.. We were lined up in 
close formation, and our sergeant-major was 
standing some yarde away reading out the 
names of N.C.O.’s and men for duty.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The following official report § wes 
issued from the national Army hcad- 
quarters yesterday :— 

“At about 940 this morning an 
attack was made on troops who were 
parading in the square at Wellington 
Barracks. 

“ Machine guns and rifles were used 
in the assault, which was directed from 
the opposite bank of the canal. 

“The main attack lasted for about 
five minutes, but eniping continued for 
some minutes afterwards.

“The troops had one killed and 
seventeen wounded, The latter are in 
city hospitals.
